The draft law will be 
discussed clause by clause 
and line by line in the 
Knesset, whose proceedings 
in this matter will doubtless 
be followed with close in- 
terest by the public. It will 
suffice here to mention the 
broad lines on which it 
drawn. Naturally, people 
born in this country are 
automatically citizens So 
also, automatically, are im- 
migrants, and this without 
having to apply formally for 
Israeli citizenship. The ob- 
ject of this is to obviate 
that loss by the person con- 
cerned of his existing na- 
tionality which under the 
law of many States com- 
pulsorily follows the act of 
application for a new citi- 
zenship. Similarly, an. Is- 
reeli abroad who adopts 
foreign nationality does not 
automatically lose his Isra- 
eli citizenship, though he
